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In  some  future  number  of  the  Herald,  when  we  shall  have  col- 
leetecl  the  information,  Ave  ])ropose  to  make  a  full  list  of  the  Nor- 
mal girls  who  have  been  in  the  service.  A  few  are  given  in  this 
number,  l)ut,  like  that  of  the  Normal  boys,  the  list  is  incomplete. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  give  the  record  of  all  our  boys,  as 
we  would  gladly  have  done  and  may  at  some  future  time  be  able 
to  do;  but  we  have  selected  one  of  those  who  M^ent  out  first,  Clark 
W.  Keener,  whose  father,  Frank  Keener,  and  mother.  Birdie  Mc- 
Laren Keener,  are  Normal  graduates. 

Clark  AV.  Keener  enlisted  in  1915,  when  he  was  nineteen  years 
old,  in  the  United  States  marines,  and  received  his  training  at 
Norfolk,  Virginia. 

He  was  stationed  in  Haiti  from  July,  1915,  to  IMay,  1917.  Took 
part  in  several  skirmishes  in  San  Domingo. 

Returned  from  Haiti  to  Philadelphia  in  May,  1917. 

Sailed  for  France  early  in  June,  1917. 

After  landing  in  France  was  stationed  at  Nevers,  then  at  Di- 
jon. 

Spent  the  winter  of  1918  in  the  trenches  near  Eix. 

Went  to  the  front  near  Verdun. 

From  Verdun  went  to  the  region  of  Les  Eparges  and  was 
there  for  two  months. 

Took  part  in  the  battle  of  Belleau-Wood  in  June,  1918. 

Took  part  in  the  battle  of  Crateau-Tliierry  in  July,  1918. 
Here  he  was  wounded  and  sent  to  field  hospital  No.  7.  While 
there  the  hospital  was  bombed  by  German  airjjlanes. 

He  was  also  gassed  and  had  trench  fever  and  trench  feet. 

He  was  made  sergeant  October  10,  1917. 

He  qualified  as  a  sharp  shooter  and  an  expert  rifleman. 

He  was  cited  for  bravery  and  won  the  French  Croix  de  Guerre 

He  has  three  chevrons  for  active  service  in  France. 

He  returned  to  his  Co.  (16th  Co.,  5th  Rogt.,  2nd  Div.,  U.  S.  M. 
C.)  in  January,  1919,  and  is  now  on  the  front  line  of  the  Army  of 
Occupation  in  Germany,  near  the  town  of  Linz. 

His  enlistment  expires  April  15,  1919. 

Lieut.  Walter  Frick,  of  the  314th  Infantry,  79th  Division,  has 
returned  to  Indiana.  Lieut.  Frick  has  had  an  interesting  and 
varied  experience  overseas.  He  sailed  from  this  country  in  July 
1918.     After  one  month  on  French  soil  he  went  into  active  ser- 
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vice,  partic'ipatint;  in  the  heaviest  fighting  in  the  Argonne.  lie 
was  wounded  and  gassed  in  October  and  sent  to  the  hospital, 
where  he  remained  until  his  condition  was  sufficiently  satisfac- 
tory to  permit  a  Mediterranean  cruise,  after  which  he  was  inva- 
lided home. 

Lieut.  Frick  is  enthusiastic  in  his  praise  of  the  American  roI- 
dier  boys.  He  cannot  speak  in  high  enough  terms  of  the  courage, 
endurance,  pluck  and  spirit  of  the  "private  in  the  ranks." 

Mrs.  Frick  Avill  be  remembered  as  Nellie  Roof,  a  graduate  of 
the  school  in  the  class  of  1916, 

The  many  friends  of  Estella  Sherrill,  of  the  Modern  Langage 
Department  in  the  years  1907-1011.  will  be  interested  in  the  fol- 
lowing selections  from  her  letter  of  October  5th.     After  leaving 
Indiana  Miss  Sherrill  Avas  Y.  "W.  C.  A.  secretary  at  Cornell  for  four 
years.    There  she  became  interested  in  the  new  movement  for  As- 
sociation w^ork  in  rural  communities,  and,  much  against  the  wish- 
es of  her  Board,  resigned  her  position  to  take  up  county  work  in 
the  state  of  Indiana.     Here   her  work  was  among  all    classes   of 
girls — in  high  schools,  in  shops,  in  rural  communities  and  in  fac- 
tories, one  of  her  most  enthusiastic  and  devoted  clubs  being  made 
up  of  negro  girls.    She  sailed  for  France  last  August.  She  writes : 
"I  have  been  at  my  place  of  work  just  two  weeks  yesterday 
and  am  beginning  to  know  the  nurses  here  a  little  now.    For  a 
week  I  have  been  serving  sandwiches  and  tea  for  them  at  4 
p.  m.  each  day.      *      *      They  say  it   .just  sares   their  lives! 
They  are  so  rushed  and  overworked  that  at  4  p.  m.  they  are 
about  'all  in.'    Then  they  slip  away  and  come  over  for  a  cup  of 
tea  and  feel  as  good  as  new  again.    One  nurse  said  that  it  was 
as  good  as  three  hours  off.      *     *      * 

"One  night  this  week  I  served  some  extra  dainties  at  their 
midnight  supper — cocoa  and  Welsh  rare-bit,  with  bacon  and 
some  little  French  nut  confections  that  were  dainty  and  goodl 
to  eat.  I  am  hoping  that  once  a  week  I  can  serve  something  for 
them,  because  they  always  have  to  miss  the  day  things.  Then 
one  night  we  had  a  talk  on  the  architecture  of  French  cathe- 
drals given  by  a  young  man  Avho  is  a  graduate  of  Yale,  and  at 
home  a  professor  of  English.  It  was  just  what  we  all  needed  to 
have,  to  be  able  to  appreciate  what  we  are  likely  to  see  over 
here.  France  is  ju.st  full  of  cathedrals  that  are  very  old  and 
very  beautiful.  Besides  that,  I  have  made  arrangements  for 
French  lessons  three  times  a  Aveek  for  the  nurses  and  the  teach- 
er is  busy  from  two  until  six.  We  are  just  about  to  begin  a  class 
in  the  study  of  contemporary  poets  and  prose  writers,  with  this 
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same  Yale  man  as  leader     He  is  a  convalescent  in  another  unit 
here. 

"As  I  have  already  told  some  of  yon.  we  live  in  barracks, 
which  are  put  up  like  snmmer  cottages  at  home,  and  the  parti- 
tions are  a  heavy  kind  of  paper  board  which  extends  oijly  part 
way  to  the  ceilings,  so  wc  can  hear  everything  that  is  said  in 
tlie  barracks.  Abont  twenty-five  can  room  in  one  hall —  the 
buildings  are  quite  long,  but  the  rooms  are  very  small  usually. 
So  you  see  we  none  of  us  have  any  real  privacy.  We  have  elec- 
tric lights,  but  no  heat.  Floors  are  rough  boards,  not  very  close- 
ly put  together.  Our  windows  open  "French  fashion.  We  get 
plenty  of  air  and  a  lot  of  sunlight  when  the  sun  shines.  All  the 
social  stunts  we  do  noAv  we  have  to  do  in  one  end  of  the  Mess 
Hall.  Soon  we  shall  have  a  stove  up  there  so  we  can  go  one 
place  and  find  it  warm.  There  is  no  heat  in  the  wards,  yet,  either. 

and  wc  have  been  having  real  cold  mornings  and  chilly  days. 
*      *      * 

"A  young  French  officer  came  thru  Paris  while  I  was  there, 
and  we  went  together  to  look  np  his  French  godson.  We  hired 
a  taxi  and  drove  away  out  in  one  of  the  poor  sections  of  Paris, 
The  street  was  narrow,  with  very  poor  houses  about  two  stories 
high  and  with  little  central  courts,  as  most  French  houses  have 
in  the  city.  I  sat  in  the  cab  while  the  young  officer  went  to  look 
up  the  mother.  ]\Teantime  all  the  youngsters  in  the  neighbor- 
hood crowded  around  to  see  the  American  lady.  By  and  by  the 
mother,  the  officer,  and  all  the  neighborhood  came  down  to  see 
me  an  take  me  to  a  neighbor's,  where  a  woman  could  speak  a 
little  English.  Little  Andre  was  at  school,  so  we  had  to  wait 
for  him  and  a  whole  troop  of  little  boys  went  to  bring  him  home. 
The  mother,  Andre's  sister,  the  lieutenant  and  I  went  up  a  lit- 
tle winding  stairs  to  a  tiny  room  where  there  was  a  crippled 
woman,  a  baby  of  two,  and  an  old  man.  There  we  had  a  regu- 
lar gab-fest  of  broken  English,  worse  broken  French,  and  many 
and  rare  gestures.  The  French  are  so  quick  to  understand  that 
one  can  safely  attempt  almost  anything  with  about  one  word  of 
Frenoh.  I  learned  that  his  sister  worked  in  a  munition  factory 
ten  hours  a  day  making  hand  grenades,  and  that  the  mother 
went  out  by  the  day  to  work;  Andre  was  'not  always  a  good 
boy,'  but  his  mother  looked  at  him  with  much  pride  in  her  face. 
The  father  had  been  killed  in  the  battle  of  Verdun.  Andre's 
mother  had  received  only  one  of  the  quarterly  payments  from 
the  Fatherless  Children  of  France,  and  she  was  very  eagerly 
telling  Andre's  god-father  about  it,  with  all  the  confidence  in 
the  world  that  he  could  and  would  rectify  the  error.  It  was  a 
very  sweet  thing  to  see  the  young  Lieutenant  show  so  much  in- 
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tei'cst  and  try  so  hard  in  two  or  tliree  words  of  Ki'cnch  to  tell 
Andro  to  l)o  a  <rood  l)oy.  to  jjfo  to  school,  and  to  help  his  mother, 
iiicantinie  patting  Andre  on  the  head. 

"You  wonld  be  interested  in  seeing  one  of  our  convoys  of 
wounded  come  in  from  the  front.  I  have  helped  the  Red 
Cross  serve  coffee  or  soup  to  them  several,  times.  They  come  at 
any  old  hor  of  the  nifjlit  or  day,  either  on  an  American  hospital 
train  (which  is  wonderful,  by  the  way),  or  else  on  a  little 
French  train,  which  nuist  be  very  painful  for  them,  I  think.  It 
runs  so  roughly.  Some  are  standing  cases,  able  to  walk  from  the 
train  to  the  ambulance  and  from  the  ambulance  to  the  receiving 
ward ;  other's  are  carried  on  stretchers.  By  far  the  most  come 
the  latter  way.  Some  are  colored  men;  some  gassed  internally; 
some  with  mustard  gas  and  cannot  open  their  eyes;  some  have 
limbs  crushed ;  some  with  heads  all  bandaged ;  one  man  came 
recently  with  all  four  limbs  fractured.  Another  had  five  wounds 
and  pneumonia  besides.  A  good  many  have  only  influenza  or 
bronchitis  or  pneumonia.  We  cannot  use  the  'only'  before  the 
last,  as  it  goes  very  hard  with  them.  We  also  have  Germans, 
and  recently  one  of  them  handed  one  of  our  hoys  a  handful  of 
coins  (German)  as  souvenirs  in  return  for  the  cup  of  coffee  and 
cigarettes  he  had  been  given.  He  told  the  American  boy  that 
he  never  dreamed  that  the  Americans  would  treat  them  so  well 
or  he  would  have  surrendered  last  year  when  he  had  a  chance. 
They  tell  them  in  Germany  that  the  Americans  will  kill  tJhem 
all  when  they  take  them  prisoners.  They  all  wish  the  war  would 
end  now.  and  frankly  say  they  do  not  care  who  wins.  They 
seem  happy  here.  This  boy  had  been  in  the  war  four  years  and 
was  not  wounded  before  this  time.  Last  evening  as  I  came 
home  from  a  walk  I  met  several  German  prisoners  coming 
home  from  work  with  their  guard  along.  They  were  singing  a 
very  lovely  song  in  German,  with  all  the  different  parts,  and 
their  voices  were  good.  Tt  sounded  very  beautiful  and  surely 
showed  how  content  they  were  to  he  here.  The  rumors  of  Ger- 
many's acceptance  of  Wilson's  peace  terms  are  making  both 
our  hoys  and  the  Germans  ecstatic.  The  Germans  say  they  will 
ship  William  to  America  when  the  war  ends,  as  they  don't  want 
him  any  more. 

"My  last  Sunday  in  Paris  I  went  with  a  Belgian  refugee  girl 
friend  to  a  French  Protestant  church.  This  girls  has  not  seen 
her  folks  for  four  years,  and  is  working  now  for  the  American 
Red  Cross,  in  the  Civil  Department.  She  helps  to  connect  lost 
and  separated  families.  The  service  in  this  church  was  very 
much  like  one  of  our  own,  only  it  was  in  French.  I  could  sing  the 
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hymns  all  right  and  managed  to  get  the  gist  of  the  sermon,  too. 
RealJy  one  would  not  know  in  Paris  that  one-  were  not  home  in 
the  U.  S.  if  one  didn't  hear  French  on  every  hand.  The  people 
look  the  same  and  dress  much  better  than  I  expected  to  see 

them. 

*  *  m  * 

"I  saw  such  an  interesting  thing  at  one  of  our  French  foy- 
ers in  Paris.  I  went  at  noon  and  the  girls  were  spending  their  rest 
hour  singing  both  American  and  French  songs  around  the  pia- 
no, quite  like  a  club  of  girls  at  home.  Some  were  doing  their 
interminable  fancy  work,  and  they  do  do  the  best  fancy  work, 
you  know,  and  some  were  reading.  Miss  Janes,  the  American 
secretary  in  charge,  said  they  had  several  hundred  in  English 
classes,  and  over  two  hundred  on  the  waiting  list  to  learn  Eng- 
lish !  A  number  have  learned  enough  to  be  able  to  get  positions 
as  interpreters  or  office  girls  for  American  army  men  or  in  the 
Eed  Cross.  Well,  while  I  was  there,  a  young  French  soldier 
and  his  wife  and  baby  came  in.  and  Miss  Griffith,  another  secre- 
tary, immediately  took  the  baby  in  charge,  saying  it  was  espe- 
cially a  foyer  baby.  When  the  parents  had  gone.  Miss  Griffith 
told  us  the  story.  When  the  soldier  had  his  last  leave,  he  came 
home  to  find  a  five  weeks  old  baby  son.  He  had  been  in  the 
trenches  and  was  muddy  and  his  uniform  was  faded;  but  at 
once  he  took  his  small  son  in  his  arms  and  came  to  the  foyer — 
why,  do  you  suppose?  To  have  the  American  secretary  give  it 
an  American  blessing  and  sing  'America'  over  it  as  she  held  it 
in  her  arms!  So  they  call  it  the  'foyer  baby.'  This  last  time 
he  came  to  have  the  picture  taken,  the  uniform  was  fresh  and 
clean  and  the  mother  sweetly  dressed,  and  the  baby  all  decked 
out  in  a  hand-crocheted  teddy-bear  suit,  and  an  adoring  auntie 
followed  in  his  train." 

It  is  with  unusual  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of  one  of 
our  former  teachers.  Dr.  Charles  Barr  Robertson,  which  occurred 
at  four  o'clock  Tuesday  morning,  February  4,  1918.  The  gayetjr 
of  his  disposition,  his  warm  and  youthful  temperament,  make  it 
impossible  to  associate  with  "Charlie"  Robertson  the  idea  of 
death.  No  one  would  have  guessed  that  this  man,  so  full  of  life, 
of  work,  of  friendship,  had  been  confronted  for  years  with  an  in- 
curable disease.  But  he  met  his  death  as  cheerfully  and  heroic- 
ally as  he  lived  his  life.  To  give  an  idea  of  the  great  work  and 
educational  activities  of  Dr.  Robertson  we  append  the  following 
account  from  the  Pittsburgh  Gazette  Times  : 

"Dr.  Robertson   was   a  leader   in   educational   reform;  a

teacher  of  wide  fame  and  experience,  his  name  was  uppermost 
in  educaliunal  annals  thi-ouKhout  I'cnnsylvunia,  New  York, 
Ohio,  West  Virginia  and  other  states.  Jle  was  executive  secre- 
tary of  tile  loi'al  coniiiiittee  of  the  National  i^iducational  Asso- 
ciation, when  tJiey  met  here  recently,  also  president  of  the  No- 
tional I'uivei-sity  Extension  Association,  a  member  of  the  Socie- 
ty of  College  Teachers  of  Education,  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science,  State  Educational  Association  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  of  the  advisory  hoard  of  the  Schoolmasters' 
Club.  He  was  born  in  Fredericksburg,  0.,  October  12,  1868. 
He  gi-aduat^^'d  from  Westminster  C'oUege  in  1893  with  a  bache- 
lor of  arts  degree  and  took  graduate  courses  in  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, 1897;  Clark  University,  1898,  and  John  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity in  1899.  He  was  an  instructor  in  Westminster  College  in 
1893,  principal  of  Eau  Claire  Academy,  Farmington,    Fa.,    in 

1893  and  1894;  head  of  science  department,  Indiana  State  Nor- 
mal School,  1896  to  1903;  principal  of  West  Sunbury  Academy, 

1894  to  1895;  head  of  science  department,  Cortland,  N.  Y., 
State  Normal  School,  1903  to  1907,  and  superintendent  of  the 
same  school  from  1907  to  1911.  In  that  year  he  came  to  Pitts- 
burgh and  a  year  later  organized  the  I'niversity  extension  de- 
partment in  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  of  which  he  Ijecamc 
director.  He  w^as  a  member  of  the  First  United  Presbyterian 
church,  teacher  of  the  Men's  Bible  Class,  also  a  meml)er  of  the 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  and  Phi  Delta  Kappa  frateniities.  In  1917 
he  received  the  degree  of  Litt.  D.  from  the  Waynesburg  Uni- 
versity. 

In  1898  Dr.  Robertson  was  married  to  Miss  Jessie  White 
McNagher,  sister  of  Dr.  John  A.  McNaugher,  president  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Theological  Seminary.  Besides  his  widow  lie  leaves 
his  mother,  Mrs.  Wilson  Robertson;  three  sisters,  Mrs.  B.  E. 
Cronowett,  Mrs.  James  Ferguson  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Schwitzer,  and 
one  brother,  Gardner  Robertson." 

Philip  Crosthwaite  Aldefer,  a  student  at  Indiana  from  1909 
to  1911,  died  from  influenza,  followed  by  pneumonia,  on  October 
24,  1918,  at  his  home,  1130  Grant  St.,  Indiana,  Pa.  Philip  Alde- 
fer was  a  young  man  of  ability  and  fine  promise.  He  was  devoted 
to  the  best  things — his  mother,  his  home,  his  church  and  his  work. 
News  of  his  death  and  the  bereavement  which  it  occasioned  was 
received  with  a  feeling  of  personal  grief  l)y  all  who  knew  this 
young  man.  He  had  a  good  position  with  the  B.  K.  &  P.  Coal 
Company  at  Luzerne,  near  Indiana.  He  leaves  his  mother,  a  bro- 
ther and  two  sisters,  his  father  having  died  some  years  ago. 
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Miss  Alice  Miller  ('82),  one  of  the  most  admirable  and  best 
remembered  of  our  earlier  students,  died  Tuesday  evening,  No- 
vember 26,  1918,  in  the  South  Side  Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  Miss 
Miller  had  been  for  many  years  private  secretary  in  the  offices  of 
the  Henry  W.  Oliver  estate. 

Genuine  sorrovv^  was  expressed  by  both  the  school  and  town's 
people  when  it  was  learned  that  Mrs.  Alice  Taylor  Prothero  had 
lost  the  brave  fight  slie  had  been  making  against  parting  with  her 
loved  ones  and  had  succumbed  to  death  Tuesday  morning,  Janu- 
ary 28,  1919.  She  was  stricken  with  pneumonia  some  days  previ- 
ous, but  there  was  great  hope  that  she  would  recover.  Her  case 
became  complicated  with  heart  trouble  and  her  constitution  was 
not  strong  enough  to  withstand  the  ravages  of  the  disease. 

Mrs.  Prothero  was  born  in  Indiana  September  4,  1891.  Prom 
earliest  childhood,  she  had  been  a  neighborhood  favorite  and  as 
she  grew  to  maidenhood  her  lovely  character  and  bright  and 
cheerful  manner  earned  for  her  an  enviable  place  in  the  affections 
of  a  multitude  of  warm,  personal  friends.  Sympathetic  to  a  large 
degree  with  the  sorrows  of  others  and  capable  of  expressing  the 
greatest  pleasure  at  the  good  fortune  which  befell  others,  Alice 
Taylor  became  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  popular  of  the 
young  people  of  Indiana.  After  her  marriage  she  continued  her 
good  deeds  and  her  charming  disposition,  if  possible,  was  in- 
creasd.  She  was  educated  at  the  Indiana  State  Normal  School, 
National  Park  Seminary,  and  at  Penn  Hall,  Chambersburg.  Ear- 
ly in  life  she  was  bereft  of  her  mother,  and  for  many  years  was  the 
efficient  home-maker  for  her  father,  until  he,  too,  was  summoned 
by  death.  She  was  united  in  marriage  to  George  Prothero,  of  In- 
diana, whom  she  leaves,  together  with  two  daughters,  Margaret, 
aged  two  years  and  six  months,  and  Barbara,  aged  one  year  and 
six  months.  She  also  leaves  one  brother,  tJie  last  surviving  mem- 
ber of  the  family,  Royden  Taylor,  of  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

One  of  the  Normal's  early  students,  and  who  remained  to  the 
last  a  steadfast  friend.  Col.  Edward  Everett  Rol)bins,  representa- 
tive of  the  Twenty-second  district,  and  widely  known  as  an  up- 
right man,  a  warm  friend,  a  brave  soldier  and  a  most  successful 
business  man,  died  on  Saturday,  January  25th,  at  the  Hotel  Va- 
neer,  Somerset,  where  he  was  taken  ill  the  previous  Monday, 
while  attending  a  session  of  court.  He  was  a  victim  of  influenza 
and  was  aged  58  years.  He  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Robbins  sta- 
tion, Westmoreland  county,  and  received  his  education  in  the  dis- 
trict schools,  Elders  Ridge  Academy  and  the  Indiana  State  Normal 
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school,  and  later  p:ra(liiatod  IVoni  Washiiiijton  and  Jefferson  col- 
lejre  and  the  Colninbia  IjRVV  Sl-IiooI,  New  ^'ork  City.  He  was  a 
iiipiid)er  of  the  State  Senate  in  1!)()H  and  later  represented  the  In- 
diana, ArnLstrong,  Westmoreland  and  Jett'erson  district  in  Con- 
gress. He  leaves  his  widow.  Mrs.  Lnella  Stanft'er  Moore  Rohhins, 
two  sons  a!id  one  daughter.  Two  of  Col.  Rohhins'  sisters,  Miss 
Agnes  M.  Robbins  and  Miss  Gertrude  Robbins,  were  students  at 
the  Normal  School. 

Indiana  friends  deeply  sympathize  with  his  family  and  large 
circle  of  bereaved  friends,  among  whom  we  are  proud  to  count 
ourselves.  With  the  going  of  Col.  Robbins  one  of  the  great  and 
good  of  earth  passed  away. 

Mrs.  Lnella  Uncapher  Kirkland,  class  of  '97,  widow  of  Rev. 
L.  A.  Kirkland,  a  former  Congregational  minister  of  this  county, 
died  at  her  home  in  Indiana  in  January.  Her  husl)an(l  die<l  only 
a  few  weeks  earlier.  Mrs.  Kirkland  was  a  model  student,  a  good 
teacher,  a  faithful  wife  an  friend. 

We  record  with  regret  the  death  of  Hazel  Jean  Stephens, 
class  of  '16,  from  pnenmonia  at  her  home  in  Leechburg  on  Decem- 
ber 29,  1918,  after  an  illness  of  only  a  few  days.  She  is  recalled  at 
Indiana  as  a  sweet,  refind  girl,  of  lovely  njjright  eharact<'r  and 
studious  habits.  Our  sypraathy  is  extended  to  the  family  and 
friends. 
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Wilmer  Henry  Brickley,  a  graduate  in  the  class  of  '16,  a 
cadet  in  the  marine  aviation  corps  at  Miami,  Fla.,  was  killed  on 
October  31,  1918,  in  an  airplane  accident.  He  was  twenty-five 
years  of  age  and  enlisted  early  in  the  summer  of  1917. 

Lieut.  Clifford  Morrow,  a  well  known  student  and  atJilete  at 
Indiana  during  the  years  1910- '14,  met  his  death  in  an  aeroplane 
accident  at  Detroit  on  November  11th  last,  when  the  airplane  in 
which  he  was  tiying  over  the  downtown  section  of  the  city  crashed 
through  tlie  roof  of  a  three-story  building.  As  soon  as  the  heroic 
circumstances  of  his  death  became  known  young  Morrow  was  pro- 
claimed the  hero  of  Detroit  by  the  residents  for  the  magnificent 
death  he  met. 

mmmMWLMsiEBea 

Samuel  E.  Weigle,  a  student  at  Indiana  for  several  years,  died 
on  October  21st  of  influenza,  which  later  developed  into  pneumo- 
nia. He  was,  during  the  whole  period  of  his  ten  days'  illness,  in 
Mercy  Hospital  in  Pittsburgh.  His  parents  were  with  him,  and 
everything  was  done  that  love  and  science  could  suggest.  The 
Company  with  which  he  was  so  eager  to  go  to  France  left  for  over- 
seas a  few  hours  before  this  young  soldier  expired. 


Thoburn  Smith,  athlete  and  student,  1915- '16,  died  of  influen- 
za and  pneumonia  in  a  New  Jersey  hospital  on  October  9,  1919. 
Young  Smith  was  employed  by  the  government  in  the  department 
of  photo  supplies. 

James  Charles  Sutton  entered  the  National  army  at  Indiana, 
Pa.,  Feb.  11,  1918,  and  was  trained  for  some  time  at  Camp  Lee, 
Va.,  arrived  in  France  on  Memorial  Day,  went  to  the  front  about 
August  6,  and  was  killed  August  11.  He  was  a  corporal  of  Com- 
pany B,  319th  Infantry. 

HARRY  W.  FEE 
This  young  soldier,  who  graduated  from  the  Normal  School 
last  June,  left  shortly  before  commencement  day  with  an  incre- 
ment of  Selective  Service  men.    He  was  a  man  of  splendid  char- 
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acter,  a  member  of  Omega  Chi  fraternity  at  the  Normal,  where 
he  had  a  host  of  friends.  We  append  a  letter  which  gives  a  satis- 
I'aetory  though  very  i)ainful  account  of  his  death  in  action. 

Nicey,  France,  December  30th,  1919. 
IMy  dear  Mr.  Fee : 

I  beg  to  acknowledge  your  letter  of  December  4th,  regarding 
the  death  of  your  brother,  Harry  W.  Fee. 

Our  regiment  moved  into  position  for  the  November  1st  big 
attack.  On  October  29th,  our  front  line  position  was  in  front  of 
and  nearly  parallel  to  the  St.  Juvin  St.  Georges  Koad,  just  east 
of  Grand  Pre.  The  attack  was  not  scheduled  until  the  morning  of 
November  1st  and  our  men  rested  and  prepared  for  the  attack. 
These  were  all  new  positions  taken  within  a  week  or  so  before 
and  there  were  no  dugouts  for  us.  The  Hoche's  shelling  was  very 
heavy  on  October  30th  and  31,  and  on  the  night  of  Oct.  30-31,  a 
shell  hit  on  the  edge  of  a  little  ''levee"  in  which  your  brother  and 
two  other  men  were  asleep ;  he  was  dug  out  in  a  few  seconds  but 
the  shock  of  the  high  explosive  shell  had  probably  killed  him  in- 
stantly. 

Captain  Wallace  and  myself  buried  him  with  Protestant  ser- 
vice the  next  afternoon,  October  31st,  in  a  little  spot  where  a  num- 
ber of  men,  both  the  320th  and  82nd  divisions  had  been  buried. 
This  spot  is  on  the  south  slope  of  a  hill  north  of  the  St.  Juvin- 
Sommerance  w^ood.  His  effects  were  taken  care  of  by  Lieutenant 
Payne,  who,  I  believe,  has  sent  them  to  the  Central  Effect  Depot. 

Your  brother  was  one  of  the  most  respected  men  of  the  Com- 
pany, wnlling,  courageous,  and  absolutely  loyal  in  every  way.  His 
death  has  been  a  great  loss  to  us,  particularly  now,  when  the  men 
who  were  wounded  have  returned  and  we  look  for  the  old  familiar 
faces  of  our  original  Company. 

Our  regiment  was  in  front  line  on  the  Nov.  1st  attack  and  it 
was  on  our  Division  front  and  the  front  of  the  Division  on  our 
right,  the  Second,  where  the  big  break  was  made  in  the  German 
line  and  their  fight  became  a  flight.  It  seems  unfortunate  that  he 
should  have  been  lost  just  when  things  were  beginning  to  break 
our  way. 

Kindly  express  my  sympathy  to  his  parents,  as  well  as  the  ex- 
pression from  all  the  men  of  the  Company.  I  know  it  is  hard  to 
lose  those  we  love,  but  the  knowledge  that  he  died  loved  and  re- 
spected by  us,  his  comrades,  a  man  of  courage  and  character  killed 
in  action  facing  the  enemy,  for  his  Country,  should  ease  the  pain 
and  glorify  his  memory.  I  am
